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Activist Monk Banished From S Reap Pagodas

The provincial monk chief of 
Siem Reap on Monday banished 
an activist monk from living in the 
province’s pagodas because he 
“annoyed” authorities by praying 
with men involved in a hot-button 
land dispute. 

The banishment came a day 
after monk Loun Savath per- 
formed a ceremony in a pagoda 
in Chi Kreng commune for seven 
prisoners recently released from 
prison. Some of the prisoners had 
been jailed for their involvement 
in a long-standing land dispute in 
Chi Kreng. 

‘The local authorities were an- 
noyed so much with [Loun Sa- 
vath’s] actions that they tele- 
phoned and complained to me,” 
said provincial monk chief Pin 
Sam, an assistant to Great Su- 
preme Patriarch Tep Vong. 

This monk does not respect 
Buddhism rules, because he is 
provoking a dispute between the 
people and authorities.” 

Bin Savath, well known for his 
support of villagers embroiled in 
land disputes, said he felt the ban- 
ishment was politically motivated. 

“I was invited by the people to 
do the blessing ceremony,” Sa- 
vath said. “I did not do anything 
out of the name of a monk.” 

This is not the first time Savath 
has been punished by the Bud- 
dhM hierarchy. Earlier this year, 
he was banished from living in 
Phnom Pienh pagodas because he 
joined in a prayer ceremony with 
families at Boeng Kak lake.

Lumber Smugglers Charged With Forestry Offenses 

Four Vietnamese citizens, caught Tuesday attempting to smuggle 
more than 4,000 kg of luxury wood across the border to Vietnam inside a 
tourist bus, were charged with forestry offenses yesterday by Ratanakkiri 
Provincial Court, according to immigration police and a court official. De- 
puty prosecutor Ros Saram said offenders Kau Thi Hoeu, 36, Hong Thi 
Eak, 26, Le Kau Keung, 22, and Dau You, 33, had been charged with 
exporting forest products and byproducts without a license, an offense 
that could subject each suspect to between one and five years in prison 
and fines of about $24500 to $25,000. “The four claimed they smuggled 
cut logs from Laos to cross the border to Vietnam’s market” Mr Saram 
said. Long Rokha, OYadaw border checkpoint immigration police chief, 
said a tour bus owned by Vietnam’s Homg Phat Corporation was 
stopped at the checkpoint on Tuesday evening. “The bus was loaded 
with 14 Vietnamese tourists, but looked irregular and heavy,” Mr Rokha 
said, adding that officials found the logs hidden inside the bus’ lower 
cabin.

138- The Buddha 
watched the youth fin- 
ishing his strange ritual 
in the thoroughfare and 
asked him why he did all 
these things. The youth 
replied that he observed 
according to the directions that his father had 
given him when he died and that the purpose of 
performing this ritual every morning was to pre- 
vent an evil thing from befalling him from any 
directons. After hearing the answer, the Buddha 
said to the youth: “It is very good that you can 
honestly follow your father's last instruction! 
But the real meaning of your father's instruc- 
tions and the ritual he wished you to observe is 
quite different from what you think.” 

139- “Your fath- 
er told you to salute 
the east and spread 
grain. What he really 
meant was that you 
should respect and 
support those who 
have shown kindness 
or any kind of favor to 
you- that is, your par- 
ents, By saluting the south, you should under- 
stand that your father wanted you to be aw^are 
that you should respect and treat your teachers 
well. Saluting the west means loving and pro- 
tecting your wife and children. Saluting the 
north means honoring your friends and rela- 
tives. By your saluting the heavens above, your 
father meants that you should pay reverence to 
Sramanas, B ram anas and saints.” 

140- “To salute 
the earth below 
means treating others 
kindly, not only 
peole, but also ani- 
mals and the lowest 
creatures alike, with- 
out discrimni nation. 
Your father had all 
this in mind, so he told you to salute in this man- 
ner in order to prevent evil from falling upon 
you from any direction whatsoever.” The 
Buddha then expounded to the youth, whose 
name was Sujata. what one should do for him- 
self and others in order to bring happiness and a 
better life to everybody now and in the future. 
The Buddha also instructed Sujata not to kill, 
not to utter false speech, and noL to partake of 
any intoxicant-that is, he gave him the well- 
known five precepts. 

141- Afterwards the 
Buddha advised him to 
work and earn his living 
diligently, to lake good 
care of the wealth he 
would amass, and at the 
same time, to avoid being 
avaricious and to use his 
wealth properly, not only 
for his own benefit. The Buddha instructed him to 
divide his money into four portions: one part should 
be used for the support of his family; one part for the 
expansion of his business; one part to help the poor 
and needy people of society; nad the remaining pan 
should be saved for any emergency. Sujata listened 
reverntly to the Buddha's instruction and later 
requested the Buddha to accept him as a disciple. For 
the rest of his life he saluted the six directions in the 
manner and with the understanding that the Buddha 
had taught him.
